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Introduction 


Glencullen and Kilternan are located in the Glencullen Electoral Division, which has a combined 
population of 23,447; area of 33.86 km?; population density of 692.5/km? and growing at 2.9% 


per annum (2022). 


Glencullen (Irish: Gleann Cuilinn, meaning ‘valley of the holly’) is a village and townland located 4 
kilometres from Stepaside along the Ballyedmonduff Road; 2.7 kilometres from Kilternan along 
the Ballybetagh Road and set on the slopes of Two Rock Mountain, above the valley of Glencullen. 
The village has a church, graveyard, sports facilities, public house, primary school and creche. 
The Stars of Erin are the local GAA club that successfully expanded its clubhouse to include the 
Dublin Mountain Community Centre. Transport links include the number 44B Dublin Bus service 
runs from the Dundrum Luas station to Glencullen. On weekends and Bank Holidays there is a 
private bus for hill walkers running from Tallaght to Sandyford Luas and stopping in Glencullen, 
funded by the Dublin Mountains Partnership. The area is designated rural and the County 
Development Plan 2022-2028 objectives is concentrated on the following: 

e To protect and/or improve residential amenity; 
To protect and improve rural amenity; 
To preserve and provide for open space and recreational amenities; 
To protect and improve high amenity areas and 
To protect, provide for and/or improve neighbourhood centre facilities. 


Kilternan, also known as Kiltiernan (lrish: Cill Tiarnain, meaning ‘Church of Tiarnan’) is a rapidly 
changing village and townload set at the foothills of the Dublin mountains. It is located 2 
kilometres after Stepaside; 8 kilometres from Enniskerry; and 6.5 kilometres from Dundrum Town 
Centre. Transport links include the number 44 bus between Dublin City University and Enniskerry 
and a number 63 from Dun Laoghaire. The village has a church, graveyard, public house, 
garage/convenience store, creche, primary schools (Our Lady of Wayside National School and 
Kilternan Church of Ireland National School), a site earmarked for a new second-level school, and 
adult education centre. A new Local Area Plan will commence during summer 2023 and it will 
have to consolidate plans for transition from a suburban village to a new urban environment. 
Objectives already earmarked in the County Development Plan 2022-2028 include to 

e Support provision for 2,500-3,000 new residential units; 
Develop a new public spaces; 
Protect and enhance the community infrastructure of the Church of Ireland; 
Support provision of playing pitches; 
Protect and/or improve residential amenity and high amenity areas; 
Preserve and provide for open space and recreational amenities; 
Protect, provide for and/or improve neighbourhood centre facilities. 


Living Heritage 


Heritage as people, place and planet is what a visitor might first observe in Glencullen and 
Kilternan. The Heritage Acts of 1995 and 2018 are particularly significant for both with its 
“monuments, archaeological objects, heritage objects, architectural heritage, flora, fauna, wildlife 
habitats, landscapes and geology”. So too, the principles of the Framework Convention on the 
Value of Cultural Heritage for Society (FARO) are practised by the community through seeking to 
safeguard its unique historic urban landscape and sense of cohesion. These meanings drawn by 
groups of people to what is inherited from the past transmit a sense of identity, independently of 
ownership and reflect their constantly evolving values, beliefs, knowledge and traditions. 
Important heritage structures in/around Glencullen are 


St Patrick’s Catholic Church; 

St Patrick’s Catholic Chapel and graveyard; 

Fairy Castle cairn located on the summit of Two Rock Mountain; 
Ballyedmonduff wedge tomb; 

Glencullen standing stone nicknamed Queen Mab; 

Wedge tomb at Ballyedmonduff, 


e Earthen burial mound dating from the same period as the wedge tomb at 
Ballyedmonduff; 

e Standing stone at Newtown Hill; 

e Ballybetagh Bog; 

e Pale ditch marking the Pale boundary in which the 1888 Act mentions Glencullen ‘frontier’ 
land between the settled land of the ‘Pale’ to the north; and 

e Carnegie Free Library. 


Important heritage structures in/around Kilternan aer 
e Church of Our Lady of the Wayside; 
Kilternan Parish Church, Church of Ireland; 
Kilternan Parish, Church of Ireland, Church, Hall; 
Kilternan Parish, Sexton’s Lodge; 
Kilternan Parish, Church of Ireland, Parish Boundary Walls and Gates; 
Kiltiernan Domain - megalithic tomb and portal tomb; and 
Mining heritage related to Ballycorus lead mines. 


An outstanding and unique landscape asset of Glencullen are the peatlands, trees, species and 
hedgerows that form its living cultural heritage. These green spaces are much more than 
recreational, ecological, cultural, historical and artistic interest but sustain value in itself. 


Spaces 


The spaces indicated below are selected because of their potential for arts and cultural 
participation. 


Kilternan Church of Ireland Parish Centre is used by the parish and a resource for the 
community. It includes spaces where people gather such as a community in the church, 
graveyard, Gathering Ground, school, creche and tennis courts. The facilities including 
multi-use spaces with storage space, access to disability toilets, and on-site car park 
can accommodate up to 50 vehicles. 


Hospitality/Reception area 
Capacity: 80 people 


The Gathering Ground provides hospitality and operates as a modern café with open 
access to the kitchen. During the day it runs as a community café staffed by volunteers 
from 8am-3pm Monday Friday 


Main Hall 
Capacity: 200 people 


It is superbly lit and fitted with air conditioning, ventilation and excellent 
acoustics.

Physical activities 


Together, Glencullen and Kilternan have a unique infrastructure of indoor and outdoor 
sporting and physical activity spaces. The interest in club-centred and self-organised 
physical activity means both neighbourhoods are prime.

The connection between physical activity and art participation is found in the concept of 
physical literacy, often defined, as the “motivation, confidence, physical competence, 
knowledge and understanding to value and take responsibility for engagement in 
physical activities for life” (Cairney, Kiez, et al., 2019; Corbin, 2016; Whitehead, 2001, p. 
127). Central to physical literacy is movement experience and mastery. Interestingly, 
Cameron Peers, in her PhD study entitled, Investigating Physical Literacy Components in 
Primary School Children (2019 study p.55) examined the impact of circus arts 
instruction in Physical Education on the physical literacy of children, compared to the 
traditional curriculum. The physical literacy of the children showed significant 
improvements when using circus arts intervention. Alongside the improvement in 
movement skills, increases were observed in the circus arts children's confidence and 
comprehension of movement terminology. 


Thus, the infrastructure for physical activity in Glencullen and Kilternan is a resource for 
arts and cultural participation albeit latent. Despite the facilities, a key finding from the 
Irish Sports Monitoring Report finds that national physical activity level guidelines 
continue to fall with 37% of the population sufficiently active during the period from 
January-June 2022. There is a perception that club membership and volunteering 
remains static from pre-pandemic levels. A preference for more individualised 
recreational and sporting choice is supported by the increase in numbers walking and 
active travel cycling. 


The partnership between Dublin Dance School and Wayside Celtic is one example of a 
longer term collaboration focused on the provision of ballet classes for children. The 
Wayside Celtic website includes a dedicated page for Dublin Dance School and its 
schedule of ballet classes for children aged 3-7 years plus with the seniors group 
engaging teenagers until 18 years of age. Glencullen and Kilternan is the main 
catchment for these classes. 


It is clear that there is potential for a deeper exploration of creative movement linked to 
movement literacy of children. The specific context of hill and mountain walking and 
mountain cycling e.g. Glencullen Adventure Park is also an area with potential for sports 
residency. 
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People: Population and Leaders 


The demographics of Glencullen and Kilternan are now outlined in three 
infographics below. Such basic data can help to increase understanding of the 
profile of people to be targeted by participation actions at local level. It can also 
serve to inform plans to strengthen neighbourhoods, institutions, programmes 
and policies related to the place of cultural participation. Table 1 illustrates the

The profile of typical leaders shows stronger reliance on women with families 
who are aged between 40-65 years old. Men in this category are also active but 
less in number.Leadership is also evident in private sector initiatives e.g. 
Kilternan Music School, the Glencullen Adventure Centre, Dublin Dance School, 
but men in the same age category noted above are more evident. What follows 
is a profile of typical people who invest their time and energy in their community. 


Martha is a well known Glencullen resident who is active on various committees 
in the area of art, environment and cultural heritage. She is between 50 and 64 
yrs and is perceived as someone who gets things done. When she sees a 
problem in her area she tries to fix it. She has a strong sense of community 
identity but wants to get more people active in the community. 


Rose is anewcomer to the area albeit already living for five years! Sheis a 
visioner who has a strong sense of how a faith community needs to welcome 
diverse people. She wants to ensure the new people can meet and feel a sense of 
connection and fellowship with each other. She coordinates various hospitality 
actions and is able to work together with community members. She is especially 
able to mobilise and guide others to be active.

Jim is a volunteer in a local cafe run by volunteers in the local parish centre. He 
has a deep knowledge of history and heritage, and his family are well known with 
deep deep roots in Kilternan. For him, voluntary work is important because it 
overcomes the isolation felt during the COVID 19 pandemic and also because he 
meets other people who are good to be around. 


Barbara was born in the neighbourhood and feels a strong sense of belonging. 
She is employed by a public body and coordinates many learning opportunities 
for people as well as supporting a local voluntary organising committee. 


Maurice is a co-founder of a community newsletter established to create more 
channels of communication between diverse housing estates. He has invested 
his time, energy, and skill in managing a community magazine.

Today, there is a genuine search for deeper cultural participation long enshrined 
in the Universal Declaration of Human Rights. Eco-systems for art participation in 
neighbourhoods can helpfully be mapped out across a spectrum of creative 
activities ‘for’, ‘with’, ‘in’ and ‘as’ communities. The Council of Europe, 2005 The 
Faro Convention on the Value of Cultural Heritage for Society, and the Council of 
Europe and the United City’s Local Government Network (UCLG) 2020 Rome 
Charter are leading examples of tools to aid cultural planning for participation. 


Below, the Rome Charter is applied to the Dun Laoghaire Rathdown context. 
Why? Because the Charter is primarily addressed to local authorities that want to 
make cultural rights real through the choices of people who deliver arts and 
cultural services. These services are developed to transfer to local people five 
capabilities: 

Dun Laoghaire Rathdown Arts Office (AO) can support citizens

In relation to the task of ‘protection’ the Faro Convention can be helpful in terms 
of the role it gives to local communities to manage the living cultural heritage. 
The Faro Convention emphasises aspects of cultural heritage as they relate to 
human rights, democracy, communities and society and recognises 


() The need to safeguard ‘unheard’ or ‘invisible’ cultural heritage; 

) The manner in which artistic freedom of expression can combine 
with a community's desire to preserve the intrinsic value of 
cultural heritage; 

L) The diversity of ways community arts can navigate through 
reductive, conservative notions of ‘authentic’ national culture; and 

() Ways in which decision makers can be convinced of the need to 
support innovative participatory arts approaches to promote 
cultural rights more broadly and inclusively. 


The Convention attributes the ability of what it terms ‘heritage communities’ to 
undertake initiatives to the public, leaving the administration as mediators 
(orienting the rudder) in this process in which every citizen's right, a human right, 
to their own culture, heritage and to participation in cultural life.

An asset based approach to community and neighbourhood seeks to reveal the 
potency of people, place and things rather than fixing the problems and 
combating deficits. Thus a focus on assets seeks to stimulate and support 
cultural expression in, and affirming the cultural value already existing within 
notions of people and place. Therefore, the intention is to promote deeper artistic 
and cultural appreciation and practices that are of significance for the 
community. 


The planning and realisation of cultural activities always is often faced with 
various ambitions at EU, national, regional or local level. A challenge for any Arts 
Office is to find an interface between neighbourhoods and programmes emerging 
from 


e EU programmes 
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national level Creative Places programme; 

opportunities emerging from the new Development Plan 2022-2028; 
existing and new programmes that will come from a new Arts Plan,and 
possible alliances with Heritage so expressed in Glencullen and Kilternan; 

e Integration and partnership with other actions within the County Council 
e.g. sport, libraries, sport, planning, community, etc. 

e Based upon the cultural audit, consideration may be given to how to 
join-the-dots across the region in the context of a neighbourhood 
approach. This could involve an integrated approach to

1. Living heritage - Panorama 


“It is with great sadness that | have to let you all know that we have come 
to our final edition of Three Rock Panorama, after forty-eight productive 
and enjoyable year: [Dec 2022 Editorial] 


The decision by Panorama of the Three Rock Mountain to cease publication 
became an opportunity to reflect with some committee members about its 
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archive and its future. It is a particular example of the importance to both archive 
local creativity and support its continuity. While discussing its strengths, 
concerns, opportunities and the following was identified: 


Strengths: Represents a living archive of the areas (Faro); Community building 
tool seems even more urgent today (Rome Charter); Organisation is/was from 
the citizen-up (Rome Charter/ Faro); Produced and animated from within local 
capabilities (Faro/Rome Charter); 


Weaknesses: Finding new people to aid renewal (Faro/Rome); Changes in social 
media digital/print; Circulation figures are static despite huge population growth; 
Loss of revenue; No consensus about the future. 


Opportunities: There are still many new people moving into the area Finding a 
‘refreshed’ idea and people (Faro/Rome); Online digital format is attractive 
(Faro/Rome); Non traditional retailers stock the print version. 


Threats: Buy-in from new neighbourhoods; Magazine format is no longer 
relevant. 


In addition, some practical steps were proposed: 


To organise a period of reflection, community consultation and experimentation 
in 2023 which would have a twin focus: 


(i) to consult and experiment with formats in digital and paper formats. 
This could link to processes for the Kilternan Local Area Plan that will 
also be started in 2023; 


(ii) to consolidate during 2023 the archive process within Panorama and 
seek links with supporting partners e.g. Dir Arts Office - archive/artist in 
residence; Dlr Library Service; DIr Community Department; Leader 
funding; Digital Repository Ireland. 


2. Spaces 


Physical space, including outdoor public space, provides a platform for creative 
programming. The concept of creative community hubs might simply be 
understood as as spaces where cultural expression is 
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Programmable; 

Ecological; 

Accessible - especially in terms of one's own local heritage; 
Nurturing of capacity; 

Undertaking risks; 

Transferring learning; 

SMART e.g. hybrid and digital. 


Two centres - one in Glencullen and one in Kilternan - are identified as suitable for 
such asset based developmental programming: 


The Gathering Ground - a faith-based centre in Kilternan because it has a 
ready-made infrastructure (hardware) and openness to support activity 
that is about community building and hospitality for new and old comers; 
The Committee of the community facility, formerly, the Carnegie Free 
Library, in Glencullen seek to define a strategy for its work. Its position 
as the only community centre in Glencullen was displaced with the 
development of the new Dublin Mountain Community Centre. This opens 
up the possibility to renew and refresh the purpose of the library. A 
question for deliberation is: how to reorient space as a living ecology of 
arts, heritage and cognisant of its location in a unique natural landscape. 
A particular target group are those arriving in Glencullen for walking, 
nature and cycling. In April 2023, an initial community conversation is 
planned in this regard. 


3. Physical literacy 


One of the connecting themes between the neighbourhoods is the visibility of 
sporting, recreational and natural landscapes. Therefore there are opportunities 
to criss-cross arts and culture with fields of education, sport, health and 
sustainability. There are examples of sport-club based artistic residencies with a 
focus on a particular theme i.e. arts supporting physical literacy. This theme 
emerged during this process and could be elaborated in the context of a 
partnership with the strategy of the Dir sports development officer. 


A journey into physical literacy interventions could be enhanced with 
contributions from the arts, such as circus arts, and show how physical 
literacy approaches explicitly link to arts practices. Other artforms e.g. 
choreography and theatre, have a connection to motor and language 
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development and such forms can bring their own discipline-specific 
perspectives. A unique contribution that participatory arts proffers is 
affective meaning making, and even confronting the pain in not-yet 
reaching the goal. 


4. Invest in people 


An asset based approach can incorporate a stimulus that builds capacity among 
community members for creativity. This can involve-assessing local capacities 
and training people as a resource for community-led local arts development. 
Those targeted include: local leaders, artists, youth and community workers, etc., 
and involve an annual programme of research and learning events across 
different neighbourhoods. It would seek to transfer 


skills for strategy, culture leadership and imagination; 
knowledge and understanding of the values that might 
best underpin the practice; 

e process skills required for effective community-led 
practice; 

e common philosophy and pedagogy of practice; 
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Annex 1 Research approach 


The research task was twofold: (1) Identify existing community and cultural 
assets in the Kilternan and Glencullen areas that can support the development of 
creative projects with local people. (2) Enable the Dir Arts Office to understand 
better how we can further develop our services ‘for’ and ‘with’ people living and 
working in the Kilternan and Glencullen. 


The research process examined both objective and subjective elements. Why? 
Because neighbourhoods have unique historical contexts, spatial patterns and 
morphology AND subjective dimensions (people, stories, and a living cultural and 
natural heritage). Together these two dimensions enable an assessment that 
can be described as an asset based community development approach. 


Three methods were used: 


OBSERVATION: Entry and exit to the neighbourhoods by car, foot and public 
transport was experienced to better understand the flows into and out of both 
areas. This was supplemented by photography to record impressions, places and 
nature. Observation became more than just the act of looking but allowed a more 
in-depth careful assessment of community assets. 


CHATS: A database was created with 33 research participants; 27 gave of their 
time freely for interviews of about 40-minute duration The Gathering Ground 
Cafe and zoom, a digital platform were used for interviews. In some cases people 
were interviewed at home. Two more focus based meetings took place with the 
Glencullen Men's Sheds in the old Carnegie Library and the Arts Office 
respectively 


DESK: Baseline data was gathered from the Development Plan 2022-2028; Local 
Area Plans, 2016 and 2022 Census; Companies Registration Office, Charities 
Regulator and a housing website. During the research process it was hoped to 
develop a digital mapping tool but it was not possible to access the DIrcoco 
software and thus the idea, while useful, was not progressed. 


The research challenge was to find data that can answer the question: “What 
does this neighbourhood offer in terms of art and cultural participation?” The 
question was explored across various groups of informants: community 
inhabitants, planners,local authorities, community/voluntary and private sector. 
This is described as a ‘sociotope’ approach and helps to obtain a complex picture 
of the neighbourhood and to identify key insights for future development.

Kilternan Music School: At the Kilternan School of Music (KSM) we aim to 
deliver the best music education possible in a fun, friendly and 
enthusiastic environment.

Parents encourage their children to practise daily, drive to and 
from lessons, volunteer to help from time to time and without them we 
would not succeed.

Sandyford Youth Band is a community based youth concert band. It 
performs regularly at community events and emerged from the Kilternan 
School of Music. As of September 2022 it has been independent of Music 
Generation DLR as there currently isn’t a development officer in place. It 
continues to endeavour to provide access to music education and musical 
activities to all members of the community. It also operates an instrument 
bank and group lessons to keep the cost of membership as low as 
possible. Currently there are no members from Glencullen nor Kilternan.

Dublin Dance School in partnership with Wayside Celtic provides ballet 
classes for children five-days a week in Kilternan. Clodagh Brady and her 
teaching team have been running classes for many years. Ballet classes 
for children from the age of until 18 years of age. Students from 
Glencullen and Kilternan participate.

It is clear from feedback that the library needs a community process to help it 
decide ‘which’ concept is most useful and practical. From our initial discussion — 
see Table T1 below - the order of priority is no. (i) ‘community creativity and 
cultural activities’, no. (ii) Ecology and well being; and no. (iii) Community history 
and living heritage space.

During the meeting there was a feeling that an open day in which local culture 
was showcased might be a useful way to pull-in more people to a conversation 
about the future of the library as a unique cultural asset of the neighbourhood. 
The discussion in relation to ‘which’ activities confirmed some of the factors 
proposed for a space in the recent cultural audit namely, Programmable; 
Ecological; Accessible - especially in terms of one's own local heritage; 
Nurturing of capacity; Undertaking risks; Transferring learning; and SMART e.g. 
hybrid and digital. Tables -T2,T3,T4 below - outlines the activities

When it came to which activities could happen there was a strong impression 
that the place needs to be programmable. In this regard, the future concept and 
activities needs to be established and planned on the basis of an invitation from 
within the community. To further the idea of an ‘open day’ | suggest 3 actions: 


(i) Place a poster in the Library notice board — A2 size and with 
accompanying note on social media, parish newsletter, etc. 


(ii) Agree Open Sunday date e.g. September 24 [or October 1] 
(iii) Curate the programme — a role here for Blue Drum | suggest 
— and convince some of the main leaders e.g. John (Mens 


Shed), Con (artist), Vivienne (Tidy Neighbourhood) to
